Diseases are happily rare with 


IhUs flower, but one called scab, on 
the bulbs, Is the most common and 
important one. Ibis is easily pre- 
vented by giving the bulbs a 
thorough soaking for one to twe 
hours In a solution of one ounce 
of formaldehyde to four gallons of 
water. This Is best done Just be- 
fore planting.
